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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-1 1 none of the prior arts alone or in combination discloses 
the claimed circuit within a feedback path of a detection circuit having the structural 
combination of a first amplifier receiving a light intensity, a detecting circuit receiving a 
first signal from the first amplifier, a converter to convert the output of the detecting 
circuit to an offset voltage and a summing amplifier receiving the offset voltage and a 
signal corresponding to the light intensity and outputting a predetermined level where 
the output is connected to the first amplifier. 

Regarding claim 12 none of the prior arts alone or in combination discloses the 
claimed method of a detection circuit having the steps of an analog to digital light 
intensity, detecting a reference level of the light intensity, converting the output of the 
detecting circuit to an offset voltage and summing the offset voltage and a signal 
corresponding to the light intensity and outputting a predetermined level where the 
output is connected to the analog to digital converter. 

The closest reference Anderson (PN 5,867,514) was applied as a double 
patenting and applicant submitted a terminal disclaimer.
